Court Houfe in Bridge Town, when the Hon. 

John Maycock, Efq; Chief Juitice, gave an excellent 
Charge to the Grand Jury, in which he congratulated 
them in the firft Place, on the prefent Harmony betwixt 
the feveral Branches of the Legiflature ; on the unani- 


mous Endeavours of their Commander in Chief, the« 


Members of the Council, and the Gentlemen of the 
Affembly to ferve the Publick, by doing Jultice, en- 
couraging Virtue, Sobriety and Merit, and difcoun- 
tenancing every thing of a contrary Complexion; and 
on the Prevalence of the like cammendable Difpofition 
amongft the Inhabitants in general. 

He put them in Mind of the Sweets of the late 
mild and juit Adminiftration, and of the prudent Care 
lately taken to reprefent the ill State of their Trade to 
our Lords Commiffioners, and the Difficulties they tll 
labour under on that Account, with regard to their 
foreign Rivals; nor did he forget to mention the juft

He had Council affign’d him by the Court, 
to fpeak to fach Matters of Law as fhould arife in the 
Courfe of the Trial, and feveral of them, befides 
himfelf, fpoke to the Point, whether a certain Depo- 
fition taken before a Juftice of Peace, and produced 
by the Attorney General, fhould be read againft him ; 
admitted that the Deponent was dead, and 
But after 
a pretty long Debate, and the Attorhey General had 
largely reply’d to what had been urg’d by Mr. MacMahon 
and his Council, the whole Court, except Three Mem- 
bers, voted that it fhould not be read, The Reafon 


it being 
that the fame was what it purported to be? 


which the Court fcem’dto go upon was, that the fame 
Perfon had been examin’d before the Coroner, and that 
Depofition therefore they were of Opinion ought 
rather to have been read, which Mr. Attorney had 
before confented might likewife be read, if defir'd on 
the Part of the Prifoner. After tis Queftion was de- 
termin’d, moft of the Witnefles for. the King heving 


been already examined, two or three more were call’d j 


and then Mr. MacMahon proceeded to his Defence, 
which chiefly confifted in the Evidénce of Mr. William 
Perry, who had been inditted for the fame Offence, 


from the Situation of them, being on the left Side, 
they could not conceive how it was poflible for him to 
receive them while fighting, or in any Pofture of De- 
fence. But as to th 


is, Perry declar’d, that in the 
Rencounter he threw himfelf out of all Guard, when 
yet it was in Proof that he underfteod fomething of a 
Sword, and always fenc’d with his Right Hand. There 
were likewife fome Authorities produced from Books by 
Mr. MacMahon, to fhew that there had been many 
Inftances of Perfons living a confiderable Time after 
they had been wounded in the Heart, and which was 
in order to, obviate the Objection of the Deceafed’s 
having run from the Alley after his Sword was dropt, 
to the Store, and hiding himfelf under the Stair Cafe 
for Shelter. 

The Attorney General then fummed up the Evi- 
dence, and concluded in Behalf of the Crown, wherein 
he was univerfally allowed to have diftharged the 
Duty of his Office with great Candour, After which 
the Marfhal was {worn to take Care of the Jury, who, 
in lefs than half an Hour, returned with their Verdié, 
Guilty of Manflaughter. Whereupon the Chief Juttice 
demanded of Mr. MacMahon what he had to fay why 
Judgment of Death fhould not pafs upen him, who 
claimed the Benefit of his C'ergy, according to the 
Statute. But immediately after he petitioned, ard 
ftrong Application was made in his Behalf to his Ho- 
nour the Prefident fora Pardon ; which was obtained, 
and read the next Day in open Court, the fame extend- 
ing as well to a Remiffion of the Penalty of burning in 
the Hand, as to ‘the Forfeiture of his Goods and 
Chattles. 

The Grand Jury then coming into Court, delivered 
three Addreffes, one to the King, one to his Honour 
the Prefident, and one to the Chief Juitice, which 
were publickly read, and well approved of; but as 
Copies have not yet come to our Hands, we cannot 
oblige our Readers with them at this Time.
